Four Palestinian terrorists have 
been charged with the murder of 
Jordanian Prime Minister Wasfi 
e-Tel, who was gunned down Sun- 
day as he entered the Calro Shera- 
ton Hotel. Cairo press reports sald 
Egyptian authorities were conaider- 
jog the establishment of a special 
“state security tribunal” to try the 
assailants, 


The Middle East News Agency 
last night quoted Prosecutor Mo- 
hammed Maher Hassen as saying 
that the four assassins, who carried 
Syrian 1 rts, “were accused of 
premeditated murder, illegal posses~ 
alon of arms and explosives and 
complcity (1 a criminal agreement 
aimed at murder.” Hassan added 
that all four Wiil be held in fail 
pending trial. 

The four were identified as ‘'Mon- 
zher Salim Khalifa, Izzat Abmed 
Rabah, Jawad Khalil Baghdad! and 
Ziad Mahmoud Badran. The arrest 
of Badran was announced yester- 
day morning. He was sald to have 
been captured some time after his 
partners were geized at the Cairo 
Sheraton Hotel Sunday afternoon. 


FAKE PASSPORT 

Khalifa reportedly has been 
charged with the actual shooting 
of e-Tel, According to police, Kha- 
lifa admitted he had come to Hgypt 
with a fake Syrian passport, forged 
in Beirut for a payment of 300 
Lebanese pounds, Egyptian police 
quoted Khalifa as saying he was 
proud of having assassinated ¢-Tel. 
“I got him finally,” he was quoted 
BS 58. . He added he had been 
pursuing the Jordanian Premier for 
the past six months. 

In an interview with “Al Ahram,” 
Khalifa said: "I am quite satisfied 
now. I drank 2 glassful of e-Tel's 
blood.” Khalifa: said he continued 
shooting the Prime Minister after 
he stumped to the floor to make 
Sure he was dead, the newspaper 
said, 

Khalifa is believed to have ar- 
rived in Cairo 12 days before the 
assassination, He was accompanied

Prime Minister Golda Melr is 
leaving today for the U.S. and 
talks with President Nixon which 
are likely to prove crucial atthe 
present juncture of Israel-U.S. 
relations. 

One of the chief purposes of 
Thursday's White House meeting 
will be an attempt by both sides 
to reach understanding on U.S. 
long-term alma in the Middle East, 
particularly in view of Egypt's re- 
cently stepped-up war threats and 
the increasing Soviet involvement 
in the region.

Mr. Eban asked Sir Alec what 
Britain's position would be if there 


‘was a demand in the U.N. for a 


remterpretation of resolution 242. 
The British insisted on keeping 
their attitude open until they saw 
what happened In the debate. 

The two ministers also examined 
the political implications for Israel 
of British membership of the Hu- 
ropean Common Market, and look- 
ed briefly at the possible effects 
on the Middle Hast aituation of the 
assassination of Wasf{ e-Tel. 

British officials are encouraged 
by the swift Egyptian response to 
Sunday's assassination, and by the 
fact that the new Jordanian Prime 
Minister has already gone to Cairo. 
‘They expect the assassination to 
help netther the general Arab cause 
nor that of the Palestinians in Jor- 
dan.

Oil revenues will be shared and 
Iran will give Sharjah 21.ὅπι. a 
year in aid. The Iranian aid will 
continue until Sharjah’s annual re- 
venue from any oil discovered rea- 
chs £3m. 

The Sheikh said the four-point 
agreement did not affect Sharjah's 
daim to soverelgnty over Abu 
Musa. The flag of Sharjah would 
continue to fly over the Sharjah 
police post, and Sharjah administra- 
tion would continue in the remain- 
der of the island so that the civil 
Population will continue to be un- 
der Sharjah's jurisdiction. 

The announcement came three 
days before Sharjah and five other

meet in Dubai to proclaim their 
union 8. sovereign entity.

Peace groups pick 
Spock as nominee

DALLAS (Reuter). — Peace and 
activist groups attending a national 
convention ‘here on Sunday elected 
controversial baby doctor Benjamin 
Spock as Presidential candidate of 
their newly formed People's Party. 

Dr. Spock, 68, accepted the no- 
mination on the understanding that 
he would step aside if a “bigger 
national figure’ could be persuaded 
to take his place. 

He won the nomination on the se- 
cond ballot by a 47-43 vote over 
Jack Hampton, 60, of Santa Mo- 
nica, California. Only 90 of the 200 
delegates voted. 

The physician and author, widely 
known as a peace Campaigner as 
well as for his books on baby and 
child care, won a standing ovation 
when he said there were “millions 
of Americans disgusted with the 
present political parties and in des- 
pair.”

Scheel outlines Berlin

Vered, the Israel overseas en- 
gineering projects company which 
has accumulated losses of nearly 
$lim.. ran into difficulties because 
of manpower shortages, scareity of 
capital, “a rise in the price of mo- 
ney on the international market,” 
and political factors, Mr. κ. 
Lancet, Vered General Manager, told 
the Knesset Finance Committee yes- 
terday.

Mr, Ze'ev Kariv, director of Melko- 
rot, who is also chairman of Ve- 
re@’s Board of Directors, reported 
on the activities and plans of Me- 
korot, which holds 70 per cent of 
Vered’s capital. 

Mr. Lancet said thar works un- 
dertaken by Vered since its found- 
ing, in 1965. amounted to some 
§160m. He said that according to 
the auditor's preliminary report, the 
company’s losses at the end of 
March this year stood at $10.8m. 
\As reported earlier, this does not 
include some Sim, owed by Iran, 
and which Iran is reluctant to pay. 
A week ago Mr. Kariv told report~ 
ers that the major causes of the 
losses were projects undertaken by 
Vered in Peru and Iran. A Min- 
isterial Committee was recently 
appointed to study the causes of 
the company's multi-million dollar 
losses.)

aged by the failure of the police to 
epprebend anyone, would actually 
murder a doctor." Dr. Adar added, 
however, that he was now convin- 
ced the police were “beginning to 
take matters seriously.”

Two burglars get 4 years 
for stealing Shechter Papers 


TEL AVIV. — Two “htred"” burg- 
lars, David Asulin, 26, and Ibrahim 
Watad, of Ramallah, were yester- 
day sentenced to four years’ im- 
prisonment each for stealing the 
“Shechter documents.” 

The documents figure prominent- 
ly in another case now pending — 
that of Yigal Laviv, economic cor- 
respondent for “Ha'aretz,” who has 
been indicted for arranging the 
theft in order to make money from 
them. 

The two men were convicted of 
stealing the documents and va- 
luables from the home of Mr. Ab- 
raham Shechter here. While leaving 
the house they were arrested by 
the police, acting ou a tip from 
an informer, Hugo Cohen. The in- 
former, who had accompanied the 
burgiars to the house and waited 
outside, managed to “escape” the 


Police trap. He appeared in the 
trial as a prosecution wituess. 

District Court Judge Avraham 
Khalima rejected defence counsel's 
claim that Cohen had acted as a 
police provocateur. He polnted out 
that the defence had contradicted 
its own argument when one of its 
own witnesses, Oded Salpeter, tes- 
tified that he had hired the burg- 
Jars on the initiative of Yigal La- 
viv. 

The judge noted that it was not 
his responsibility to determine if 
Salpeter was telling the truth with 
regard to Laviv. “This question will 
undoubtedly crop up in another 
case in which Yigal Laviv is in- 
volved,” he said. 

As to the defendants, Judge Kha- 
lima noted that they were known

The Labour Alignment and the 
National Religious Party hope to 
work out a deal tonight about the 
controversial “age-ceiling” issue in 
ihe Chief Rabbinate Elections Law. 
Justice Minister Y.S. Shapiro will 
head the Alignment team, and Re- 
Ugious Affairs Minister Zerah War- 
haftig the N.R.P. team. 

The Cabinet decided on Sunday 
on ali the problems connected with 
the Elections Law — save the thor- 
niest one of all — the age ceiling, 
which is more an affair of per- 
Sonalities than of principles. The 
Interior Committee and the Cabinet 
must both approve the regulations 
to be gazetted by the Religious Af- 
fairs Minister in connection with 
the Elections Law. But the key to 
their approval is the deal to be 
made between the Alignment as 
the largest party, and the N.R-P., 
which traditionally regards the 
Chief Rabbinate as its chief. 


Alignment sources told The Post 
that their basic aim was to set an 
age limit of 75 years on Chief Rab- 
bis serving as Dayanim of the 
Supreme Rabbinical Court — this 
despite the ceiling of 70 years for 
High Court Justices. 


UNTERMAN 

However, the N.RLP. objects to 
age limits, as constituting a per- 
sonai offence to a figure like Chief 
Rabbi Isser Yehuda Unterman 
who at 82 is well beyond 
the age limit. The Alignment 
is anxious to make sure Chief Rabbi 
Yitzhak Nissim gets in once again, 
hoping he will make changes with 
regard to the mamzerim, and con- 
version of immigrants of mixed 
marriages. 

The compromise to be suggested 
by the Alignment to the N.R.P., 
The Post learns, is to fix a 75-year 
age limit, to take effect in five 
years" time only. This compromise 
would bow to the principle of bar- 
ring ageing functionaries from im- 
portant office, while at the same 
time ensuring an exception in the 
ease of Rabbi Unterman.
